ENGLAND'S 
NEW RIFLE. 


The 
Military Weapon Adopted by the 


British War O til Co. 


In view of the feverish anxiety dis- 


played by France and Germany in 
hurrying on the manufacture of magri- 
Kinb rifles, the factories working'day 
and night, k is satisfactory to learn 
that our own War Office is bent upon 
keeping pace with the times. The 
Small Arms committee, appointed as 
fur back na 1864 to consider the sub- 
ject, have practically settled upon a 
rifle which is now before the Secretary 
of State for War. It having been 
definitely decided that a small-bore 
magazine is to be the arm of the 
future, and a responsible committee, 
nftcr protracted and exhaustive trials, 
having recommended an arm which 
fulfils all the conditions necessary for 
a military weapon. Immediate steps 
should

which is of the same length as the 
present service rifle, and carries tho 
oil-bottle and rag In the butt, weighs 
with its magazine only 9 pounds 3 
ounces. Tho caliber is.303; the bullet, 
cased With copper, weighs 217 grains^ 
and the charge ia 77 grains of com- 
pressed powder. The magazine, which 
is not a fixture, as has been stated, 
but is detachable at will, holds eight 
cartridges, and lies Just Iri'front of the 
trigger-guard, under tho action. Not 
only can the soldier carry nearly a 
third more cartridges than at present, 
but tho penetration, smashing power, 
accuracy and range are all superior to 
the present service weapon. 
The 


trajectory is much lower, and last, but 
not least, there is no perceptible recoil. 
This alone, apart from its other good 
qualities and general handlness, should 
commend tho now weapon to our sol- 
diers. The committee confidently pro- 
diet that not only will tho difficulty of 
teaching recruits disappear, but that 
tho shooting of tho array generally 
will bo vastly improved when the now 
rifle is.issued. —London Army and Navy 
Gazette.

General has received official notificatio 
that the South American Steamship Com 
pany of Chili has been subsidized by th 
Chilian Government to establish a fort 
nightly service between Valparaiso am 
the Isthmus to connect with the Pacifi 
Mall Steamship 
Company from New 


York. The fleet of the South America 
Steamship Company consists of eightee 
large steamers, and Is commanded prin 
oipallv by Americans, The subsidy i 
$225,000 per annum. 


The government of the Argentine Be 


public has jiiade a contract with Kober 
P. Houston, of England, for the construe 
tiou of ten steamships to run between 
Northern European ports and the Argen- 
tine Republic, and four of the same olasi 
to run .between the United States and the 
Republic. As a part of this contract th 
Argentine Republic will pay to Mr 
Houston a guaranty of five per cent, pe 
annum, or £1,250 for the European sorv 
ice, and five per cent on ,|350,000 for th 
United States service.
